PASSENGER TRAIN JUMPS TRACK 


Many Lives Endangered by Accident on 
the Eastern Illinois Near Chi- 


cago Heights. 


Nearly 100 passengers had a narrow escape 
from death last night when a Chicago and 
Bastern Illinois train Jumped the track near 
Chicago Heights. Thomas Lee, a fireman, 
was probably fatally injured. The engine 
plunged down a fifteen foot embankment, but 
the three passenger coaches remained on the 
tracks. <A defective rail, it is believed, 
caused the accident.

At the conven- 
tion on Friday, at which the United States 
senators, Speaker Cannon, and.most of the 
congressmen were present, it was agreed 
that.a stampede for Lowden should be at- 
tempted, Senator Hopkins suggested it be 
started with Vermilion, Speaker Cannon's 
county, and then that others fall in on the 
next ballot, but it was agreed finally that 
Congressman Fuller should begin with 
Boone, well up on the roll call. 

Fuller started off all right by giving the 
eight from Boone for Lowden and Isaac L. 
Eliwood followed with the fifteen from De 
Kalb. It was then ‘“ up to Hopkins” to add 
Kane and the procession would have been 
started. Hopkins was not, satisfied, how- 
ever, that the plan would win, and Kane 
stood by Yates, Smal! refusing to deliver 
Kankakee, and that was the end of it. 

Lowden Proposal Turned Down. 

The Lowden people made a proposition late 
tonight to change the order of business on 
Monday and nominate minor candidates 
ahead of the governor. The idea now is that 
it would make the counties which have can- 
Gidates for these places, like Kankakee, 
Champaign, Livingston, La Salle, and the 
rest, foot loose and then they would vote 
solidly for a candidate for governor, instead 
cf splitting their votes, as all except Kanka- 
kee have been doing. 

Deneen and Yates managers refused to 
allow it, however, and that ended that plan. 

Rule on Viva Voce Motions. 

Chairman Cannon has announced that on 
all viva voce motions he will decide the re- 
sult as the candidates who together repre- 
sent a majority of delegates may wish.

Ballot Follows on Ballot.

It also was pointed out 
to him that if he waited he might lose this 
opportunity, as the chances were that his 
strength gradually would melt away by di- 
viding itself up among a number of candi- 
dates, and would not therefore be a deciding 
force in the result. 
Boom for Warden Murphy. 
He was asked to make a choice between 
Congressman Warner and ex-Congressman 


Joliet penitentiary. It was argued that 
Yates’ suppert would be enough to nominate 
either of those two. Warner has some votes 
outside of those which have been cast for 
him which would go to him if Yates declared 
in his favor, while Murphy probably could 
get the same support as well as his old 
county of St. Clair, where he lived before 
being appointed warden. 

The plan was to make a union of the “ or- 
ganization”’’ forces with either Warner or 
Murphy as the nominee, and Yates as the 
director of the movement. The governor, 
however, refused to have anything to do 
with it. | 
Cannot Handle Yates Vote. 


It also was found impossible to do any- 
thing with the Yates vote, whether the gov- 
ernor wanted to retire or not. On the line 
of their individual prejudices not enough , 
of them would consent to go to Lowden, with- 
out permission, tonominate him. There were 
not enough favoring Deneen to nominate 
him without the help of Hamlin and Sher- 
man, and the attorney general insisted he 
etill had a chance. Senator Hopkins still 
refused to go to Lowden with his votes from 
Will and Kane because they were not sufi- 
cient to make a nomination. And so the bal- 
loting kept on. 


New Proposition for Yates. 

After the twentieth ballot a Proposition 
was made to the governor. It was practi- 
cally a repetition of the plan proposed at the 
caucus of his friends early in the morning. 
It was suggested that if he were to retire 
the senators of the state would unite with 
the congressional delegation in securing for 
him a fitting federal appointment and his 
votes would be used in trying to nominate 
either Congressman Warner or Warden Mur- 
phy.

STORY OF EXCITING Day. 


Second Series of. Ballots Shows 
‘That All Lines Are as Firm 
as at the Outset.

Springfield, Ill, May 14.—[Special.]—Ten 
solid hours, except for an houranda half for 
luncheon, were consumed in the second day's 
fruitless balloting, and many persons in the 
galleries scarcely left their seats during alll 
that long roll call time. 

More stirring than any of the voting except 
the sensational appearance of a break in the 
twenty-third ballot was the wopk of securing 
the adjournment.. 

The unstampedable convention refused to 
be stampeded even on this question of ad- 
journment. A roll call and a solid half hour of 
maneuvering were the preliminaries to this 


step. 
“Uncle Joe’s’” Kindergarten. 

In putting the vote “ Uncle Joe” Cannon 
gave his 1,500 restless charges a few sharp 
lessons in parliamentary law, but they came 
back at him with a tangled pile of motions, 
amendments, and substitutes, which taxed 
his skill to unravel. All the leaders were 
willing to adjourn, but there was some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the hour for reassem- 
bling. 

The Deneen and Yates people favored Mon- 
day, while the Lowden forces preferred 
a later date, ten days being their limit. Mar- 


| tin B. Madden unavailingly offered the Cook 


county congressional convention as an ex- 


| cuse for a recess until Thursday. 


Warden Murphy’ of Joliet was the first man 
from the floor to receive a gentle bit of in- 
struction as to the rules of order in a conven- 
tion. He was chosen to make a motion to 
adjourn so the Yates legions might under- 
stand which way to vote. 


Warden Murphy Takes His Lesson. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, “I move that 
this convention do now adjourn until Mon- 
day next at 10 a. m.”’ 

‘An outburst of “ No’s"’ greeted this prop- 
osition, and Mr. Cannon appeared to join 
in them as he stood shaking his head and 
pounding for order. And order was ob- 
tained before he let business go on. Then 
he said in sonorous tones: 

** The gentleman doubtless intends to move 
a recess. Under the rules an adjournment 
would carry us to Monday at noon.” 
' Murphy accepted the lesson and changed 
his motion accordingly. But before it could 
be put a score of delegates were on their 
feet, claiming the speaker's eye. 

“It’s no use,” said Uncle Joe, “ until we 
get order.” 

And the implacable gavel slowly rose and 
fell till the convention’s eagerness to pro- 
Ged caused it to become quiet. 


Hamlin Men Havea Try. 


Hamlin men in Vermilion county moveé 
an amendment until 2 p. m. on Monday; Dan 
Healy of Chicago Attempted to set another 
hour, but withdrew his motion; and Fuller 
of Boone amended the amendment till 
Wednesday at 10 o'clock a. m. Then fol- 
lowed a rapid fire series of motions and rul- 
ings, in which “ Uncle Joe ” showed the rules 
of the national house of representatives were

Says “You Can’t”’ to Man from Cook. 


“I movean amendment to the amendment 
upon the motion for a recess,’’ shouted a Cook 
county man, evidently somewhat proud of 
his command of the technicalities. 

“ You can’'t,”’ said the speaker. ‘‘ The mo- 
tion to adjourn takes precedence.”’ 

“*I move to lay both motions on the table,” 
called an energetic alternate in the front 
row. 

* You can't,”” said the speaker. ‘A mo- 
tion to adjourn can’t be laid on the table.” 

‘“‘I move the amendment to the amend- 
ment be dmended so as to adjourn till 12 
o’clock on Monday,’ was Boone's contribu- 
tion to the tangle, and Uncle grudg- 
ingly allowed it to stand. But- he turned 
with an avenging eye upon Martin B. Mad- 
den, who was evidently preparing to block 
matters, 

“I desire to say a word upon the motion,"’ 
began Madden. 
You can't,” said the speaker,’ imper- 
turbably, ‘‘a motion to adjourn is not debat- 
able.”’ 

Pounces on Martin Madden. 


“Well, I want to ask a parliamentary 
question,”” persisted Madden. 

“Uncle Joe” let him go ahead on this 
basis, but perked his head forward and 
listened with the air of a critical connoisseur. 
Mr. Madden then said the Monday session 
would prevent the Cook county congression- 
al conventions from electing delegates to 
the national convention. This was enough 
for the speaker. He pounced upon his prey. 

“Aba,” he said, with relish, “the gentle- 
man's objection is not a point of parlia- 
mentary law.

No Material Change Appears. 


'.. When the ballot had been completed, count- 


ed, and ready for announcement it was shown 
that, after a night’s consideration, planning, 
scheming, browbeating, begging, coaxing, 
and pleading, there had been no change of 
importance between the fifteenth ballot and 
the sixteenth. 

The transfer of De Kalb furnished nearly 
all the shifting of votes, and the seventeenth 
ballot made the comparison even closer. 
On this ballot De Kalb came back. It left 
Lowden and returned to the Yates fold. It 
was the turn of the governor’s friends to yell 
now. 

When De Kalb retraced its steps it started 
Lorimer for,the platform again. He was in 
the position of. a householder who had in- 
vited company to dinner and the groceryman 
had failed to deliver the provisions, His 
guests were in a fair way to go hungry. 

Bureau furnished its share of interest in 
the vote by getting into the Pierce column, 
as it had been expected to do.much earlier 
in the balloting. Yates was the only man 
who did not lose by the transfer. He had

staid there. 

While the vote was being added up Walter 
Reeves, Sol Bethea, John Ames, and several 
other leaders of the Lowden camp circulated 
among the delegates, making a last desperate 
attempt to disrupt the’ Yates and Hamlin 
forces.

Yates Men Urged to Stick. | 


The speaker's manner indicated he was 

looking for favorable signs of a break that 
would bring a nomination not later than the 
fourth ballot of the day. But the Yates 
generals were just as active in moving among 
their delegates and calling on them to stand. 
“ Hold on a little longer, boys,”’ was the 
word passed them by Warden Murphy of 
Joliet, “‘and the other fellows will have to 
come to us. It is their only hope.” 
“Bureau deserted Pierce and split its votes, 
giving Yates one, Lowden six, Deneen five, 
and Hamlin and Warner one each. Ford 
gave Deneen six and Warner one; Jackson 
took one each from Yates and Lowden and 
gave them to Warner; Yates lost one to De- 
neen in Madison: Woodford bunched its votes 
and gave them all to Lowden.

We favor increased opportunity for direct ex- 
pression by the voters, but we caution thre public 
against proposed tricky legislation, which, under 
the mask of favoring direct primaries, etc., is, 
however, more intended to perpetuate the present 
old party machines and to make it quite impos- 
sible for new or smaller parties and individuals 
to express their sentiments at the ballot box. 4 

We condemn the methods by which the present 
old party machines raise their -immensé cam- 
paign funds for the debauchment of the voters 
and by which unscrupulous machine politicians 
enrich themselves. The assessment of office- 
holders for political funds is a present public 
peril and is nothing less than an indirect method 
of stealing from the public treasury. 


Saloons as Cause of Crime. 


The temperance plank was in part as fol- 
lows:

TELL OF ELECTION FRAUD’ 
AT DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES. 


Hearst-Hopkins Investigators Make 
Charges Against Fourteen Judges 
and Clerks in the Mayor’s Ward. 


Charges of participation in election frauds 
in the recent democratic primaries were 
filed yesterday with the election commission- 
ers against fourteen judges and clerks in 
tte Twenty-first ward. The accused officials 
are from the Seventh, Ninth, and Tenth pri- 
mary districts. 

The men named in the complaint are: 

Seventh primary district—Judges, C. E. Connor, 
Edward Fennell; clerks, Otto Doerr, J. F. Mc- 
Carthy, 

Ninth district—Judges, John L. McCarthy, John 
McGrath, Louis Feil; clerks, J. W. Smith, Maurice 
Levin. 

Tenth district—Judges, Hoyt Raymond, Frank 
Delaney, J. E. Timmons; clerks, F. O. Taylor, John 
Russell. 

The complaint was signed by J. J. Cobern, 
acting for a committee of twelve lawyers. 
The investigation was started by the Flearst- 
Hopkins faction of the democratic camp, 
with the ive assistance of Robert JB: 
Burke. The accused officials are said to be 
Harrison men. 

The fourteen. officials are specifically 
charged with “ willfully, corruptly, and un- 
lawfully conspiring to permit a large number 
of unlawful votes to be polled and unlawful- 
ly conspiring to maké a fraudulent return of 
the vote.”’ 

The evidence on which the charges are 
based is to the effect that the judges and 
clerks permit*ed persons to vote who were 
not registered, as well as those whose names 
had been stricken from the polling lists. The 
committee of attorneys has spent the last 
week in comparing the lists of those who 
voted with the polling lists, 

If the charges can be substantiated it is 

declared that the mayor will lose the entire 
Ninth congressional district. The commit- 
tee has begun the work of investigating al- 
leged frauds in the Eighth congressional! dis- 
trict, where Preston Harrison is seeking the 
nomination. The election commissioners 
have set no date for the hearing of the evi- 
dence.

YOUTH SHOOTS HIMSELF AFTER 
QUARREL WITH! FATHER. 


Richard Powers, 4737 Shields Avenue, 
Commits Suicide in Kitchen at His. 
Home After Bidding Parents Fare-: 
well—Trouble Star®&: When Boy Stays 
from Work to Attend Dance—Body 
of Mrs. Wesley Baird of Evanston 
Found in the River. 


Remorse over a quarrel with his father 
caused the suicide last night of Richard 
Powers. 20 vears old. He shot himself in the 
head while seated in the kitchen of his 
parents’ home, 4737 Shields avenue. 

Powers was employed at night, but yester- 
day obtained leave of absence from work to 
attend a dance. It was the first night that he 
had absented himself from work in two 
years.

Threatens to Kill Himself. 

Young Powers sat down near a table and 
drew a revolver from his pocket and made 
some remark about killing himself, but his 
family did not take his words seriously. 

He asked his father to forgive him and sat 
talking for a few minutes. The other mem- 
bers of the family went into another room, 
leaving him alone, They heard him call out 
in-a few minutes, *“* Good-by, father,’’ and the 
sound of the shot caused them to rush into 
the room. 

They found Powers lying on the floor, the 
blood flowing ‘from a wound in his forehead, 
He had shot himself in the right temple, and 
died an hour later. 

The police were notified by the Rev. Father 
Gallagher, who administered the-last sacra- 
ment before Powers died. . An inquest will be 
held at the house tomorrow. i 


Mrs. Baird’s Body in River.

New York Doctor Tells Pure 


MARCONI’S RECENT. TESTS. 


Has Demonstrated That Ship May 
Keep in Touch with the Shore 
Throughout Voyage.

Lieber, who spoke be- 

fore the pure foods commission at the Hotel 
Wolcott today, certain colors are the bane 

of bacilll. 

If food only be colored certain hues it 
will banish the dangerous germs. Dr. Lieber 
has made a special study of the effects of 
colors upon foodstuffs, and has deduced from 
his experiments many novel conclusions. In 
the matter of food preservatives, he told 
the commission today that certain colors 
which have derivatives from coal tar have 
valuable preservative qualities which make 
them greatly superior to salicylic acid and 
similar substances. . 

Dr. Lieber says, however, he has diseov- 
ered a preservative that will protect food 
from decay before it is eaten and that does 
not interfere with its proper digestion and 
assimilation after it is consumed, and this 
substance is nothing more tangible than a 
group of colors which have fluorescent pr 
erties and which are extracted from coal 
tar. When bouillon, into which gepms have 
been introduced, is tinted with color from 
this fluorescent group and exposed..to the 
light, germs are effectively destroyed within 
a few minutes. 

In his experiments, he said; he found 
violet and blue rays would destroy germ 
‘life solutions, but that their rays have little 
penetrative power. 

Now if these solutions contain radio-active 
-water, the germicidal! rays will act through- 
out the entire solution, and every trace of 
germ life be destroyed. Use of thorium to 
charge water with radio-actjrity is prefer- 
able to the use of radium, as radio-activity 
resulting from the use of the latter element 
is more temporary in effect and will not 
last more than thirty days. 

In the near future all that manufactur 
of foodstuffs may have to do to insure the 
preservation of goods, according to Dr. Lie- 
ber, will be to make use of water for their 
plants that has been excited to radio-activ- 
ity by exposure to thorium rays.

The contract is to run ninety-nine years.

It was at. this conference that the 
celebrated ‘‘ Paris basis ’’ was adopted which 
has served as the platform of the Y. M. ©. A. 
in all countries. This basis reads: 

“The Young. Men's Christian associations 

seek to unite those young men who, regarding 
Jesus Christ as their God and savior accord- 
ing to the holy scriptures, desire to be his 
disciples in their doctrine and in their life, 
and to associate their efforts for the exten- 
sion of his kingdom among young men.” 

General Secretary D. A. Budge of the 
Montreal association was officially appointed 
delegate to the association in Australasia. 


Committeemen Are Chosen. 

The following were appointed members 
of the international committee to serve for 
the next three years: James G. Canno, New 
York: I. M. Colgate, New York; F. B. 
Schenck, New York; F. B. Pratt, Brooklyn;

Citizens’ Committee Files 
Charges Against Inspector 
and His Aids. 


WEST SIDE “LID IS OFF.” 


Chargé That Law Has Not Been 
Enforced on the Levee and 
Give Details. 


For the first time in the history of the 
Chicago police department an inepector will 
face the trial board on serious charges. This 
is the result of the formal and specific ac- 
cusations of neglect of duty made yesterday 
by the citizens’ committee against Inspector 
Wheeler and five subordinate commanding 
officers at the Desplaines street police sta- 
tion. 

The charges, which concern the want of 
proper contro! of the west side levee, were 
sent to Chief O'Neill by Lester E. Lee, attor- 
ney for the committee. Accompanying the 
communication was an affidavit generalizing 
the accusations, which was signed by Peter 
B. Schildgen and Ernest Bergen, the secret 
service agents of the anti-crime organiza- 
tion. 


Chief-0’Neill Will Push Charges. 


When asked what his action would be 
Chief O’ Neill announced that he would pre- 
fer charges against Inspector W r be- 
fore the trial board and instruct the in- 
spector to file similar charges against the 
subordinate officers. 

The subordinates accused are: 

Lieut. Patrick Harding. 

Lieut. Dennis O’Connor. 

Sergeant Thomas O'Malley. 

Sergeant Garrett M. Brennan. 

Sergeant Thomas. Meaney. 

The only commanding officer in the Twen- 
ty-seventh police ‘precinct who — is 
Capt. John M. Collins. 


Answers Charges in Detail. 


The investigation was conducted subse- 
quent to April 10 in the quarter bounded by 
Halsted, Morgan, West Lake, and Madison 
streets, The charges, based on the condi- 
tions alleged to have been observed, and the 
answers with which Inspector Wheeler 
meets them, are as follows: 

CHARGE—Winerooms in the district are 
permitted in saloons in vigiation of the wine- 
room ordinance. 

ANSW ER—The only, private rooms allowed are in 
restaurants and restaurant-saloons, where only 
the lawful number of four or more persons. 
where the sexes are mixed, may be served at a 
time. 

CHARGE—Women are allowed in saloons, 
‘where they drink and smoke cigarets, ard 
immorai entertainment and actions Are al- 
lowed in and about these saloons, often be- 
ing visible from the public street through 
the open doors. 


~ ANBWER—If women are allowed in saloons, 


drinking and smoking cigarets; and if immoral 
entertainments and actions are allowed, it is 
all news to me. Let the evidece be produced. 
CHARGE—Women are allowed to openly 
solicit from the doors and windows and on 
the sidewalks without interference from the 
- police, and to pose themselves on the 
‘street in semi-nu attire. 
ANSWER—The charge that women openly solicit 
from the doors and windows without interference 
the police and expose themselves on the 
street is like all the rest, too foolish to discuss. 
’ CHARGE—The conduct of the women in 
this quarter has been notorious for months, 
seemingly without any definite attempt on 
the part of the police to curb it. 
ANSWER —That the conduct of the women of 
’ Quarter has been notorious for months, seemingly 
without any attempt on the part of the police to 
“suppres it ts absurd. Everybody knows 
that the west side levee district is vastly im- 
proved over what it was two years ago. The 
credit is due to the police. 
- CHARGE—The saloons in this district, 
many of them, do not close at 1 o’clock, as 
provided in the recent closing ordinance. 


ANSW ER—Now, I said I wouldn't discuss these 


idle and malicious charges, and I'm not going 
to. I shali believe my men are doing their duty 
until their accusers produce evidence to the 
contrary and prove it. If saloons are open after 
1 o'clock I want to know it. 


Accused Inspector Is Defiant. 


The mere mention of the name of the citi- 
Zens’ committee brought the light of wrath 


< into Inspector Wheeler’s eyes. 


“ Discuss their charges? Why should I?” 
he declared. * My time is too valuable to 
waste in argument with such insignificant 
characters. As far as any charges against 
“Myself are concerned I shall be only too 
ready to go before the trial board and answer 
them, It is up to the accusers to substantiate 
their charges against my,men if they can. 
Every one knows the west:side levee has 
been changed for the better in the last two 
years. Many times I have followed my men 


‘around at night when they believed I was in 


bed, and, with a few exceptions, I found 
they did their duty and enforced the law. 
Those I found derelict I punished.”’ - 

The charges against’ the subordinate offi- 
cers practically are the same as those against 
their superiors. Schildgen and Bergen, who 
were the Piperizers in this last investigation, 
‘Were also the accusers in four cases brought 
before the trial board last week. In each 
instance patrolmen weré charged with neg- 
lect of duty or drinking in saloons. 


Accused Men Make Explanations. 


The comment of some of the accused sub- 
ordinate officers follows: 

Sergeant G. M. Brennan—The books will 
be our best defense. We will make Schild- 
gen look like thirty cents when he accuses

Sergeant Thomas Meany—I would like to 


go through the district with one of these 

men, and if they can show me where one of 

the patrolmen from this station is willfully 

electing his duty in regard to the closing 
dinance I'll hand him my star and resign.

. plain clothes night after night. If they could 
find violations I could. We found one place 
open abcut three weeks ago at Green and 
Monroe streets and arrested the propfietor. 
There have been no others. 

Lieut. O’Connor—I have been ten years at 
the Desplaines street station and know that 
it never has been so free from vice and 
crime as during the last year. 


Find Levee with “Lid Off.” 


In a two weeks’ investigation of the pre- 
cinet the two investigators allege that they 
found scores of places in Halsted and adjoin- 
ing streets in which the most abandoned 
orgies were in progress at all hours of the 
night. Certain favored saloons apparently 
made no pretense of closing at 1 a. m., while 
others closed the bar in front at that hour, 
only to open another and more disreputable 
one in the rear. 

The investigators will be prepared to prove 
that the wineroom law is a dead letter in 
the district. loons have been permitted, 
they declare, to have private rooms on the 
representation that food was served in order 
to get within the restaurant exception in the 
law.

Cleveland, O., May 14.—Fifty-four owners 
of steam vessels are said to have signed con- 
tracts with the Masters and Pilots’ associa- 
tion. The agreements, it is claimed, all pro- 
vide for the wage scale submitted by the 
‘masters and pilots. It is said that. these 
contracts are arriving by nearly every mail. 

District Captain Paul Howell of the Mas- 
ters and Pilots’ association to@ay gave outa 
reply to the statement made last night by 
President Livingstone of the lake carriers. 
Mr. Howell says: 

“ No one knows better than myself the love 
of fair play of the American public, and I 
feel satisfied that were existing conditions 
known by them they would say that the 
masters and pilots are asking for nothing 
but what is right, and that the stigma of 
tying up the lake commerce is at the doors 
of the carriers and not at ours. 


Carriers’ Delayed Meeting. 

“We were to have an early meeting with 
the lake carriers In the spring, but instead 
it was delayed until nearly time to start some 
of the boats. Since our first meeting with 
them they have done all in their power to 
delay matters and not come to an agreement. 
If the season can be shorténed a better de- 
nfand would be created for their boats and 
higher rates made possible. The vessel own- 
ers with one ortwo arta ie would like the 
struggle prolonged. 

“‘Mr. Livingstone says the masters and 
pilots are asking for a raise in wages. Asa 
matter of fact, we are only asking for a small 
portion of what should have been ours years 
ago.. Me quotes $1,900 as a season's salary,

Bookbinders Hope to Win Strike 
‘Beeause of the City Di- 
“ yectory Work, 


The stvtking and locked out shoe workers 
of the leading shops of Chicago voted yes- 
terday not to accept their employers’ offer 
of a reduction in wages and the “‘ open shop.” 
Practically all the factories in Chicago and 
8,500 union workers are involved. In con- 
sequence of the decision a long struggle is 
expected. 

Since the shops in the manufacturers’ as- 
sociation closed on May 1, at the expiration 
of the anuual agreement, the officers of the 
union and the employers have been seeking 
to arrive at an understanding. President 
John F. Tobin and Secretary C. L. Baine 
of the labor organization came to 
from Boston to conduct the conferences for 
their side. j 

Manufacturers Stand Firm. 

* The manufacturers would not recede from 
their first position,’’ said President Tobin, 
a They insisted on the wage reduction and 
the ‘open shop.” We asked that last year’s 
contract be renewed in all essential particu- 
lars, being satisfied with the old scale. 

“When the employers charged that the 
Chicago locals had disregarded their agree- 

ents last year, we offered to underwrite 
he new contract In the nanie of the national 
union, which would guarantee its. enforce- 
ment. This was rejected. The Chicago mem- 
bers will carry the financial burden until 
June, when the national organization will 
assume it. The prospect is for a long and 
hard fight.” 

Directory Figures in Strike. 

The Chicago city directory is to be the 
means through which the bookbinders hope 
to force all printing concerns to signing the 
* closed shop" contract demanded. The di- 
rectory is now being prepared, and is due to 
be out by a certain date. 

Opposition to the bookbinders’ demands 

comes, the union men believe, chiefly from 
Thomas E. Donnelley, president of R. R. 
Donnelley & Sons company. If the Donnel-. 
ley concern gives in, the union leaders de- 
clare, all members of the Chicago Typothe- 
te will yield. This house publishes the di- 
rectory. Many signatures to their scale have 
been secured by the bookbinders, and in the 
shops which have made terms with the union 
the workers will be back at work tomorrow 
morning. 
If the Donnelley plant begins with any non- 
union binders, other crafts in the printing 
trades will.walk out. The labor leaders de- 
clare the managers cannot get enough non- 
union workers trained ta complete on time 
the jobs now under way. 


Teamsters’ Strike Two Weeks Old. 
Chicago tomorrow will enter on the third 
week of the strike and lockout of the stone, 
lime, and cement teamsters. Conferences 
beld yesterday between the material dealers 
and the drivers were as fruitless as the pre- 
vious meetings. The stagnation in the build- 
ing industry consequent on the deadlock 
is keenly felt in all lines of the trade. 

The conference was attended by repre- 
sentatives of ithe lumber industry, in addi- 
tion t the committee from the stone and 
cement dealers. 

“After the truck drivers have let their 
differences. go to arbitration, I do not see 
how the 500 stone teamsters can refuse the 
same method of settlement,”’ E. Harvey 
Wilce said. ‘‘ When I first went tothe union 
representatives they told me they would 
ugree to arbitration if it were offered, but ho 
sooner was the proposition made to them, 
exactly as they had wished, than they re- 
fused to entertain Res

UNIQUE STRIKE 1S SHORE 


THEIR FIGHT. 


Asserted That Discipline Had Become 
Soglax That Vessels Were in Actual 
Danger—Sailors Had Become Inso- 
lent to the Point of Blacklisting 
Their Commanders and Refusing to 
Serve Under Those So Designated— 
Officers Put Ashore. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
(Copyright: 1904: By the New York Herald. ] 
HAVRE, May 14.—There has just been 
ended here and at Marseilles a strike that 
is unique. Its success seemed certain when 
it began and so it has proved. In a week 
the captains, engineers, and other officers of 
the big ocean steamers have brought the 
owners and the seamen to terms, While the 
strike was in progress it was so orderly and 
quiet it was not apparent to the casual ob- 
server. 


The port of Havre was as quiet asa country 
village on a summer afternoon and a 
stranger never would imagine for a minute 
that a strike was on. But this was no or- 

The strike was not for higher pay. It was 
more important than that, for in a way it 
was @ question of life or death to thousands 
who yearly go down to the sea in’ French 
ships, 


Pelletan Blamed for Trouble. 


It seems that since M. Pelletan became 
minister of marine the vital matter of dis- 
cipline had been gradually but surely go- 
ing to the dogs. It may be Pelletan’s love 
of his fellow men, but certain it is that in 
every dispute that ever has risen between 
the men and the officers the ministerial! in- 
fluence has. been thrown immediately, some 


In the naval arsenals he has shortened 
the hours of work, increased the rations, 
ete. It all is well in its way, but it is likely 
to be mischievous if overdone. In the navy 
itself this has resulted chiefly in the incom- 
pletion of ships that should have been com- 
pleted and the unpreparedness of other ships 
that should be prepared. 

In the merchant marine, however, which in 
France is so intimately related to the navy, 
the chief result was a general and noticeable 
decline of discipline. The men in the mer- 
chant ‘marine demanded shorter hours and 
insisted that these hours be observed, storm 
or no storm. . ; 


we Sailors Blacklist Officers. 


The next step was to put officers on the 
blacklist who overworked them or whose 
punishment was considered overharsh. To 
make the blacklist effective they refused to 
let members of their union ship with any 
officer whose name adorned the list. If at 
the last minute @ blacklisted officer was dls- 


the passengers were all aboard and the gang- 
plank up, the trick was done and the crew 
left the ship then and there. 

This happened half a dozen times at Mar- 
seilles, or at least, often enough to get the 
ship owners thoroughly scared. The climax 
came a fortnight ago, when the sailors’ 
union of Marseilles ordered the owners of a 
ship to dismiss two old trusted officers. 
These officers were stern disciplinarians, but 
their records were as cleanasnew pins. The 
owners of the ship yielded and the officers 
were put ashore. 


Officers Decide to Strike. 

The officers had no union, properly speak- 
ing, but they had an association, and 
this association acted and declared a 
strike. The declaration read like a sort of 
marine declaration of independence, It 
dwelt on the vital necessity of discipline, the 
right of a captain to form his own crew, to 
call out the men when necessity demanded, 
and, in fact, to run the ship himself. 
thermore, it was stated, the strike would last 
till the dismissed officers were returned and 
the principles set forth were recognized. 

_ When the strike was declared two ships in 
Marséilles had steam up and” passengers 
aboard. The passengers were forced to file 
off, look for fresh boats, or resume hotel life. 
The strike spread to Havre and then to Bor- 
deaux. 

The same declaration of independence was 
promulgated by the weary and indignant 
officers, and as soon asa fresh ship came into 
port and its master apprised of the strike he 
said: ‘Sure, I’m with you,” and so he was 
enlisted. 

That is what happened when the big Cam- 
pana, belonging the Campagnie des Charg- 
eurs Reunis dropped its anchor here, and so 
it has been with a dozen other long crulse 
boats and a whole drove of little coasters. 
In fact, the inner basin here is decidedly con- 
gested. 

A high official of the Compagnie Transat- 
lantique said he didn’t think the strike 
amounted to much as far as Havre was con- 
cerned. “ The officers were right, everybody 
‘know it, and, yeu see,’” he continued, “ the 
officers have consented to take out our regu- 
lar Saturday boat for New York. It will be 
the same for the next and also for the one 
after that, but Marseilles—I cannot say about 
that, they are different there,” and he smiled 
and shrugged his shoulders. 


Plan to Impress Naval Officers. 


Meanwhile Minister Pelletan was plan- 
ning to cut the Gordian knot by simply fill- 
ing the places of striking officers with naval 
officers. Under the circumstance i¢ would 
have been nervy even for a naval officer, 
because, if he ordered a deck scrubbed, he 
might come home on the blacklist and his

Not 
only were there numerous members of the 
Raleigh club, where the alleged slanders 


} were uttered, present, but many fashionably 


dressed women attended daily, listening to 
evidence which reached from baccarat te 
billiards and roamed from Monte Carlo ¢e 
Dunstable. 


Pledge to Soldiers Unredeemed: 
This little Bedfordshire town was the 
scene of what Judge Grantham himéelf char- 
acterized as a most serious charge against 
Sievier. With cool effrontery BSievier stood 
up at a dinner given in honor of a local coti- 
tingent of Bedfordshire volunteers just go- 
ing off to the south African war and prom- 
ised to insure the lives of all the men for 
$500 each. 
When the time came to redeem this pledge - 
and when relatives of the dead men applied ' 
to Sievier, he replied that the insurance com- 
panies had refused to pay the money on the 
ground that the men had not died of wounds, 
but from disease. Pressed by the judge te 
state what insurance companies had refused 
on such extraordinary grounds, Sievier said 
he couldn't remember, as it was his seere- 
tary who had taken out the policies, and he 
is now dead. Two characteristic admissions 
were made by Sievier. The judge was ques- 
tioning him with regard to a house he had 
rented for $2,350 a year, and as to what he 
had eworn on affidavit with regard to the 
‘tenancy. Sievier laughingly said there? 
vast difference between what a man swears 
to on affidavit and what he swears to on oath 
in a witness box. The second instance was 
when the judge was questioning him as to 
his conduct in an action brought against him 
for the payment of a sum of more than $4,500, 
when Sievier got off by pleading the gaming 
act, because he had no money. 


Brutal Treatment of His Wife. 

“Then,” said the judge, you do disrep- 
utable things.”’ 

“I only did what the law permitted me te 
replied Sievier. 

These and other incidents in his career Bie 
vier narrated with the air of one believing 
that, even if he were no better, he was at 
least no worse than his fellow men and had 
done nothing of which any gentieman need 
be ashamed. His marriage with Lady Mabel 
Bruce in 1892, the squandering of her money, 
and the subsequent divorce seemed a mere 
trifle in Sievier’s eyes, for he affected to brag 
before Justice Grantham that he hadn't even 
read the charges against him in his wife's 
petition, and pleaded guilty in a most off- 
handed manner to infidelity, cruelty, and 
desertion, and narrated how,. within three 
or four years after marriage, ali the money 
she brought to him had gone. Some of this 
fortune went in the founding of a so-called: 
betting syndicate, under the firm name of 
Punch & Co., in which Sievier figured as Mr. 
Sawyer. 

His excuse for using this alias was “ com- 
sideration fdr his wife,” because he didn’t 
wish it known that the husband of Lady 
Mabel was mixed up with a betting house, 
His statement caused a ripple of laughter im 
court, 

Sir James Duke’s Version. 


When Sir James Duke came to be examined 
he, too, admitted that he had lost and won 


“money on the racecourse, but not since he 


had married. ‘‘ What difference does mar- 
riage make?” he was asked. “I bet in 
fivers now, whereas before I betted in fifties,” 
he replied. ‘“ Does your wife object to bet- 
ting?’ ‘“‘ No, but I’ve got to keep her.” Gir 
James Duke gave his own version of his Te- 
marks about Bob Sievier. ‘I don’t think 
I called him Mr. Sievier,”’ he said. His re- 
marks were addressed to Maj. Sellar in the | 
back smoking room of the Raleigh club, No 
one else was present. In this version there 
was no mention of the words thief or mur- 
derer, but Sir James said he had seen Sievier 
thrown into the sea off Port Adelaide or 
Melbourne for sharp practices at cards, and 
there was a story about at the time that a 
young fellow with whom he had been play- 
ing cards had been found dead in suspicious 
circumstances. 

Sir James denied that he had ever added 
that Sievier had been suspected at any 
time of having his mare pulled in a Derby 
race. “I always felt Bob Slevier would 
have given his ears to have won a Derby, 
and to have his name enrolled among hon- 
orable men,” he said. 

Evidence adduced during the closing days 
@f the trial showed that Sievier’s first big 
coup, which seemed to be the means of en- 
abling him to get himself into that social 
position which resulted in his being pre- 
sented at court, was the outcome of his 
acquaintance in Australia with Benson, the 
notorious jubilee plunger.

2 Oe proper substance. The removal of a live pulp is e ngly painful, 


or pressure cataphoresis. The entire operation of benumbing the pulp and 
its removal may often be accomplished in from five to ten minutes, and 
absolutely without n, in most cases, if the application has been properly 
made, This method is also employed to some extent to benumb the tooth 
operated upon, so that the usual cutting and boring incident to filling may 
be painlessly done. Cocaine in proper hands may be made a useful ggent 


not an agent to be recklessly used, and if so done may result in death. 
Even in expert hands, toxic conditions sometimes begin to be manifest, and 
the dentist must know what to do to obviate serious results without any 
waste of time.

WOMAN'S CLUBS. 


NEWS OP INSURANCE WORLD’ 


EDITED BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 


Eastern News Telegraphed from New York ' 
Journal of Commerceand Com- — 
‘ mercial Bulletin. 


The Cook County Association of Recording 
Agents is discriminating.in its campaign for 


membership against. suburban agents who. 


have other vocations that the management 


thinks do not harmonize with fire ‘insurance. 


The association takes the ground that real 
estate and loan agents, lawyers, justices of 
the peace, secretaries of building and loan 
associations, and banks, are in a position to 
represent insurance companies legitimately. 

The management has found, however, that 
many so-called- class 3 agents are store- 
keepers, barbers, saloonkeepers, etc., “and the 
point is made that such occupations should 
be made a bar to securing a representation 
Of insurance companies. The association ex- 
pects to prove that several class 3 agents li- 
censed by the Chicago Underwriters’ associa- 
tion are not eligible under its rules. 

As soon as the suburban agents’ association 
is strong enough in membership it will make 
an appeal to companies to have the territorial 
limit imposed by the Chicago Underwriters’ 
association removed. The suburban agents 
desire the privilege of writing anywhere in 
the county. 7 

Another point fot which the suburban 
agents are contending is the. elimination of 
Cook county special agency competition. 
The claim is made that these special agents, 
who in some cases are supposed to have juris- 
diction over the class 3 agents, solicit busi- 
ness in competition with them. 

The class 3 people are also refusing to take 
clerks in downtown: offices licensed by the 
Chicago Underwriters’ association as class 
3 agents, as members of the Cook County as- 
sociation. Under its rules a man must have 
an Office in the class 3 district from which he 
transacts his business. | 

The situation in Missouri is considerably im- 
Proved owing to the local agents in various points 
getting together and agreeing to follow. goed prac- 
tices. At a number of points conditions had be- 
come demoralized. Some of the papers in Missouri 
have reflected on the field men, claiming that they 


were violating the laws in visiting towns and get-. 


ting agents to form clubs. The special agents re- 
sent this charge, and arranged to lay their cause 
before the insurance commissioner and attorney 
general for ‘an opinion. 

The Houston Fire and Marine is entering Arkan- 
sas, Indian territory, and Louisiana.

cago. The annual meeting of the field force of the

Monroe Fulkerson, attorney for the Chicago fire 
department, takes the ground that the law as to 
arson should be amended to allow a fine to be 
imposed as well as making the crime a peniten- 
tiary offense. The present statute makes the pen- 
alty not less than one year nor more than twenty 
years in the penitentiary. He suggests that the 
jury be allowed to fix a minimum fine of $500 and 
@& maximum fine of $2,000. He asserts that in 
many ecasese where the evidence seems hardly 
sufficient to warrant a penitentiary penalty a jury 
would impose'a fine, and thug many more convic- 
tions would follow. He gives it as his opinion 
that were a system of fines to be allowed, ase well 
as the penitientiary penalty, cases involving cir- 
cumstantial evidence could be disposed of and the 
moral atmosphere cleared. 


Illinois special agents complain that much of 
the grain and elevator business in the state is go- 
ing to the mill mutuals. The main companies

Field 
men have visited numerous points where elevators 
are located and ascertained that the inducements 
offered are such as to attract attention from own- 
ers, and the stock companies lose the business.

The Rock Island has established an insurance 
department, with A. W. Clark in charge. The 
road will insure its larger risks, but will probably 
carry its own insurance on rolling stock and small 
stations. 

The annual river excursion of the Missouri field 
men will leave St. Louis Friday, May 20, and will 
return Monday morning. The meeting of the as- 
sociation will be held on board the steamer. 


The western department of the Continental is 
preparing to take the entire sixth floor of the 
Rialto building for its offices. 


The Security Fire of Baltimore has been re- 
licensed by the Illinois insurance department. The 
company sustained losses to the extent of $190,000 
in the Baltimore fire, and after paying all claims 
in full it has been reorganized with added capital 
to the full satisfaction of the Maryland and II- 
linois departments. Adolph Loeb. & Sons, Cook 
county managers and wggtern general agents, are 
planting agencies in IlIMois, Missouri, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa.

Theatrical Angels. 


A man with capital and an inclination to in- 
vest it is never lacking when there is a new 
play or a new star to launch. Perhaps his 
Willingness grows out of his love for art; 
more likely it is his susceptibility to the fas- 
cinations of a pair of bright eyes. 

So the money end of theatricals is divided 
between two great classes—the ‘““angels”’ 
and the “‘anglers.’”’ The hooks of tiie latter 
are Glways baited alluringly—iegitimately 
but ailuringly. The former are always will- 
ing victims of the snare. 

The “‘angels” are never nonentities or 
™ Come ons,”’ in the ordinary sense of the 
term. Indeed, the infallible rule is that the 
cleverer or better educated or more general- 
ly experienced an “‘ angel’ is the easier it 
is to induce him to invest his cash in the tin- 
seled world. The prime necessity is that he 
have the cash. 

A list of the “angels’”’ behind New York 
theatrical enterprises during the last few 
years would make many a staid New Yorker 
sit up and take notice. The New York World 
Bays the list would include bankers and 
brokers of prominence in Wall street, capital- 
ists who have rétired and made money spend- 
ing their pastime, doctors and lawyers, and 
Nghté of other professions, and, most numer- 
ous of all, that great horde of unemployed 
foung clubmen whose wealth has been se- 
ured by inheritance, and who never learned 
the value of a dollar by the hard task of 
Sarning it. They are not the youths who 
comprise the great standing army of John- 
mies.” They are not conspicuous around ths 
Playhouses. You find them in the boxes af 
the theaters where their special attractions 
are, and if you ask the man at the box office 
he will generally tell you that they pay hard 
cash for their seats.

Poetic Artist. 
N the early days of landscape art in this 
country, the Hudson river and Lake 
George were the sacred preserves of the 
landscape 4 hugter. Along their banks 
ranged Durand, Kensett, Sanford, Gifford, 
Cranch, Bristol, Cropsey, and others, who be- 
came known popularly as the Hudson River 
school. But pioneers of a more adventurous 
spirit arose. F. E. Church pushed out first to 
Niagara Falls and subsequently southward 
into the “ Heart af the Andes,’ while Bier- 
stadt struck the western trail into the 


Rockies, escaping, or at least abandoning,... 


the comparatively tame traditions of the 
Hudson riverites, and so leading the great 
army of modern landscapists into flelds 
worldwide, wherever the game is worthy or 
attractive to their pictorial taste and marks- 
manship. 

And so the Hudson river had a rest until 
now Van Perrine storms the palisades, con- 
fining his chase strictly to the small section 
of the river which those natural ramparts 
dominate, making pictures of the night and of 
the waning and fitful light ofa cloudy after- 
noon.

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LESSON NO. 222—Manufactured Cloths and 


Silks. 


ISS CONNOR'S last two lectures were 
full of interesting information to the 
women who shop for their families, 
but as “seeing is believing’ with 
s0 many, much is lost in not being 

present at these lectures to see and examine 
the materials that demonstrate the facts 
Stated. 

Such reports as herein given must be quite 
Sketchy because of space, and they cannot 
do justice to the educational value of these 
lectures, so carefully prepared by Miss Con- 
nor. 


We were told of the wool’s structure and 
the difference between sheep's wool and 
goats’ wool or hair. If we can’t learn about 
the vast varieties of fancy wool fabrics that 
change from season to season and long before 
We can personally testify of their wear- 
ing qualities, we can learn important things 
about the well established fabrics, 
such as broadcloths, venetian cloth, melton, 
‘kersey, beaver, serges, cheviots, etc., #0 
that we can judge something of their varia- 
tions in all the fancy weaves that tempt and 


‘dazzle us each spring and autumn. 


English woolen cloths are the best be- 
cause of the care given in the preparation of 
the wools both in shrinking before and after 
weaving. English marmufacturers take three 
months or more to prepare their wools for 
certain cloths: Americans three weeks or 
less. Wool and cotton mixture was given the 
preference over wool and silk. , 

The reason broadcloth and meltons are so 
often weak or rotten in fiber is owing to the 
feiting process and the high gloss required. 
These qualities are attained by machinery 
that undoubtedly weakens the wool fiber. 

Venetian cloth is found to wear better than 
broadcloth. Serges have a twill, are made of 
the longer fiber wool, and the threads are 
harder twisted, making them shed the dust 
better than the softer, smoother weaves. 

In washing flannels do not rub soap upon 


the cloth, but make a suds and wash as 
- quickly as possible. 

The bleaching of flannels is done by sul- 
phuric vapor and any strong alkali will bring 


back the natural yellow tint to the wool. -Do 
not wring but squeeze dry. Always shake 
and dust flannels well before putting them 
into the water. Keep suds and rinsing 
waters always the —" temperature. 


Tussa or raw silk is is made in India of the 
wild silkworm’s cocoon, which is only fed on 
the wild mulberry. The worm is allowed to 
puncture its cocoon, hence that peculiar un- 
evenness of the fabric. Modern methods 
kill the warm before it leaves.the cocoon, 
either by dry or wetheat. , 

The wet or boiling method is thought the 
best, as this process rids the‘fiber of some of 
the natural glue in the cocoon, but as this 
glue adds much to the weight of the cocoon 
it is‘ often left in for eran The glue 
injures the fiber. 

Silken fabrics that are not all silk should 


be sold as “ mixtures,” but -great deception |' 


is practiced in the sale of what is called alt 
silk goods. 
‘all silk ’ goods can possibly be sold in this 
country at less than 50 cents a yard Without 
a loss to the seller. 

Silks are given weight and quality by. a 
metallic salts bath, and by leaving much of 
the natural glue in the fiber. Also jute, cot- 
ton, and linen are used in adulteration. 

Pineapple fiber is used with silk and makes 
a good material and the pure pineapple silks 
are themselves lovely. 

Pure silk when crushed together will re- 
bound, as it has quite an elastic quality. 
Fiber adulterations will not dothis. The day 
is coming when the buyer of these adultera- 
tions will know what she is buying, for laws 
will be made requiring the stamping of each

CCORDING to Kipling and other 

equally good authorities, there are 

only forty stories in the world, and 

these have all been told, and, indeed, 

it seems as though modern fiction did 

but repeat itself. It has remained, however, 

for Mr. Guy Thorne, an English writer, to 
give novel readers a really new sensation. 

He has done this in a book called * When 

It Was Dark,” published by George Put- 

nam’s Sons, New York, a novel with so re- 


| _¢markable a theme and such an original plot 


that it really deserves, in spite of its obvious 
faults, to obtain more than the average 
share of attention for a work of fiction. 

The book is aimed at the higher criticism. 

The “‘ great conspiracy " of the title is one 
to destroy the faith of christendom and to 
set back the history of the world. 

A priest of the Anglican church in Man- 
chester has a disagreeable encounter with 
Constantine Schuabe, an extremely wealthy 
and exceedingly learned man, who is the 
evil genius of the book. Schaube is a 
member of parliament and chief owner of 
the Wire, @ London daily. Out of a discus- 
sion forced upon the priest by Schuabe comes 
a mysterious threat by the latter. Gortre, 
the priest, takes a charge in London, but 
before going there runs over to France for 
a vacation with his sweetheart and her 
father, an old rector. While in Dieppe they 
encounter Robert Llewellyn, whom the rector 
knows as a British museum official and a

Beginning of the Conspiracy. 

Gortre goes to London and takes up his 
charge. While there he is called to minister 
to a poor fallen creature, a former music 
hall singer. This is the former companion 
of Liewellyn, who proved the instrument of 
his first false step and was to prove the in- 
strument of his ruin. She is dying, and has 
repented at a sermon she heard Gortre 
preach. Liewellyn, who has been knighted 
for his British museum work, returns from 
his secret mission to Palestine, of which none 
but he and Schaube know.

‘don newspaper office, where Harold Spence, 
a writer, brings to the editor a letter from 
Palestine, written by Cyril Hands, agent of 
the Palestine Exploring fund, in which the 
whole astounding “distovery’’ is made 
clear.

enough whether Hands was a dupe or wheth- 


er he was in the conspiracy. Spence and 
the editor get the matter intype.

“For the last three months, under a new 
firman granted by the Turkish government, 
the authorities of the Palestine Exploring so- 
ciety have been engaged in extensive opera- 
tions in the waste ground beyond the Damas- 
cus gate at Jerusalem. . 

“ It is in this quarter, as archeologists and 
students will be aware, that some years ago 
the reputed site of Calvary and the holy 
sepulcher was placed. Considerable discus- 


_ gion was raised at the time, and the evidence 


for and against the new and the traditional 


gites was hotly debated. 


“Ten days ago, Mr. Cyril Hands, M. A., 
the learned and trusted English explorer, 
made a further discovery which may prove 
to be far reaching in its influence on Chris- 

peoples. 

“During the excavations a system of 
tombs were discovered, dating from forty or 
fifty years before Christ, according to Mr. 
Hands’ estimate. The tombs are indisputa- 
bly Jewish and not Christian, a fact which is 
proved by the presence of k6kim, character- 
istic of Jewigh tombs in preference to the 
usual Christian arcosolia. They are Herod- 
ian in character. 

‘* These tombs consist of an irregularly cut 

group of two chambers. The door is coarsely 
molded. Both chambers are crooked,,and, 
in their floor@ are four sided depressions, 
one foot two inches deep in the outer, two 
feet in the immer chamber. The roof of the 
outer chamber is six feet above its floor, 
that of the inner five feet two inches, 
_“ The doorway leading to the inner tomb 
was built up into stone blocks. Fragments 
of that coating of broken brick and pound- 
ed pottery, which ts still used in Palestine 
under the name hamra which lay at the foot 
of the sealed entrance, showed that it had 
at one time been plastered over, and was in 
the nature of a secret room. 

“In a depression in the floor of the outer 


reom was found a minute fragment ofa glass 


receptacle containing a small quantity of 
blackish powder. This has been analyzed 
by M. Constant Allard, the French chemist. 


_ The glass vessel he found to be an ordinary 


silicate which had become devitrified and 

colored by oxide of iron. The contents were 

finely divided lead and traces of antimony, 
showing it to be one of the cosmetics pre- 
pared for purposes of sepulture. 

“* When the interior of the second tomb 
had been reached a single loculus or stone 
slab for the recéption of a body was found. 

“Over the loculus the following Greek 
inscription in uncial characters was foundin 
a state of good preservation, with the ex- 
ception of two letters: 

“TRANSLATION INTO ENGLISH OF 

THE INSCRIPTION 

“I, JOSEPH OF ARIMATHAOA, TOOK 

THE BODY OF JESUS, THE NAZARENE, 
‘FROM THE TOMB WHERE YT WAS 
FIRST LAID AND HID‘ IT IN THIS 
PLACE; 

“The slight mold on the stone slab, which 
may or may not be that of a decomposed 
body, has been reverently gathered into a 
sealed vessel by Mr, Hands, who is waiting 
instructions. 

“ Dr. Schmdulder, the famous savant from 
Berlin, has arrived at Jerusalem, and is in 
communication with the German emperor re- 
garding the discovery. 

' At present it would be presumptuous and 


F idle to comment upon these stupendous facts. 


It seems our duty, however, to quote a final 


passage from Mr. Hands’ communication, 
and to state that we have a cablegram in our 
possession from Dr. Schméulder, which 
states that he is in entire agreement with 
Mr. Hands’ conelusions. 

“To sum up. There now seems no shad6w 
of doubt that the disappearance of the body 
of Christ from the first tomb is accounted 
for, and that the resurrection as told in the 
gospels did not take place. Joseph of Arima- 
theea here confesses that he stole away the 
body, probably in order to spare the disciples 
and friends of the dead teacher, with whom 
he was in sympathy, the shame and misery 
of the final end to their hopes.’’

By special 
order from the sultan to the governor of the 
city, the ‘new tomb,’ discovered by Mr. 
Hands and Dr. Schméulder, is guarded by a 
triple cordon of troops. The two gentlemen 
are guests of the governor. The concentra- 
tion of troops round the ‘new tomb’ has 
left various portions of the city unguarded. 
Naked Mohammedan fanatics. armed with 
swords, are calling for a general massacre 
of Christians. The city is in a state of utter 
anarchy. By the Jaffa gate and round the 
mosque of Omar the dervishes are preach- 
ing massacre.”’ 


Discoverer Gains General Belief. 


** Quite suddenly, as if a curtain were with- 
drawn, the world began to realize the fact 
that something almost beyond imagination 
was taking place in the far off Syrian town. 

“These detached and sinister messages 
which flashed along the cables, with their 
stories of princes and potentates alarmed 
and active, made the general silence, the 
lack of detail, more oppressive. The un- 
known, or dimly guessed at, laid hold on 
men’s minds like some mighty convulsion of 
imminent, and presaged by fearful 
signs.”’ 


Schmiulder the French and English,

Suddenly his woman companion re- 
turns to Llewellyn, apparently driven to 
Gespair from her new Christian refuge by 
the revelations. She turns her blandish- 
ments upon him once more, and the man, in 
a moment of weakness, confesses to her 
everything he had done. '

Gare for Dogs 


Skilled Doctors Make Their “Rounds 
and Maintain Hospitals for Them. 


* RE Chicago children treated like dogs? 

A good many are not. Not as well 
as some dogs, especially sick dogs, 
that are often made sick by being 
‘treated too well, have too much to 
eat too many dainties, don't get out enough 
or have’ exercise enough, are shyt up in 
steam heated houses,’and have exactly the 
same diseases astheirownersdo. There are 
enough of them to keep special doctors busy 
and maintain special hospitals for them. 
One on the north side goes his rounds morn- 
ings and afternoons just like ‘' human’”’ doc- 
tors, as the animal doctors call their pro- 
fessional brethren who take charge merely 
of human beings. A successful animal doc- 
tor needs as thorough training as a ‘‘human” 
doctor. Some take preliminary courses in 
ordinary medical colleges, and special ones 
in veterinary institutions afterwards. Euro- 
pean institutions are more thorough than 
those in this. country. Here the courses 
are subsidiary to general medical practice. 
There they are systematic and independent. 
The owner of a $1,000 dog naturally does not 
spare expense when he thinks he is in danger 
of losing him. And when the owner of a 
pet thinks enough of it to spend no incon- 
siderable time feeding it, and playing with it, 
and going out to walk with it, and letting it 
drag him all over the sidewalk and even into 
the street in its ambles and gambols, he nat- 
urally does not hesitate to call in a doctor 
when it has a cold or a fever, or is * off its 


feed’ for any reason, and is grumpy, sullen, | 


or snappy. The doctor is even called up at 
night, like the “human” doctor, to treat 
sudden attacks. 

In some respects the sick dog is harder to 
treat than a human, because his symptoms 
are pot specified and described by language. 
But the doctor gives exactly the same reme- 
dies as he would tothe owner. Most of this 
kind of practice is found among the rich, as 
they can best afford the dogs that are con- 
sidered worth so much care and expense, 
but among those not so able to afford such 
luxuries dogs are frequently kept for com- 
panionship and protection, and are subject 
to catch human diseases, being confined and 
pampered almost as much as the dogs of the 
rich. And.the doctor is called to them. 

The most pampered of the dogs are owned 
by the childless, who devote themselves to 
the care of their pets, and are as nervous 
and as anxious and send for the doctor as 
often and as hurriedly as a “human” 
mother does, There are some valuable and 
valued dogs that are brought into families 
as toys would be for the amusement of the 
chfidren. These often grow into the affec- 
tions of the whole family, and when one of 


them is ailing the doctor is sent for as much: 


as though one of the household needed him. 

A dog's hospital on the north side is not 
as palatial or imposing inside or out as a 
“human hospital. . But so far as cleanli- 
ness and thorough management is concerned 
it challenges comparison with the best. It 
is claimed to be more sanitary than most 
homes, even the most elegant. The oper- 
ating room has all the various. protections 
against bad conditions of the more preteéen- 
tious *‘ human "’ institutions. Cement foors. 
enameled surfaces, porcelain bathtubs, with 
hot and cold water, and all requisite antt- 
septics are provided. On two sidesofa long 
narrow room is the hospital ward. ~ On each 
side stretch a dozen “rooms’”’ for the pa- 
tients, steam heated and kept the year round 
at a temperature of 60°. Each room is open 
at the front, across which is a strong wire 
netting. There is bedding at the back, sep- 
arated from the “parlor” by a partition com- 
ing half way up. The inmate always re- 
spects the cleanliness of his bedroom when it 
is thus separated from the rest of the apart- 
ment. To keep the patients warm and well 
fed is the first principle for recovery. Under 
these circumstances they seldom growl or 
bark, especially the high bred ones. “One 
can almost always detect a “ cur” mixture 
by the whimpering and barking. 

Equal care is given to the food and 
aration. Meat, bread, and boiled rice care- 
fully selected and cooked are the chief arti. 
cles of diet. There is room for thirty patients 
and the hospital is generally full. Its cli- 

‘entage is not confined to Chicago by any 
manner of means. Dogs from all over the 
United States may frequently be found re 
—hunting, dogs from Florida, pets 
Louis or Green Bay. Today a patient wil) be 
operated upon for tumor, tomorrow another 
for paralysis caused by being run over in the 
street. If the Xray shows the spine un- 


broken the patient is etherized and the in- 
jury relieved, with almost certain recovery.

Bible Written in 730 


Multipies of This Figure Recur Sig- 
nificantly in New. Testament.

HE phenomena of the figure 7 and Its 
multiples, occurring in the New Testa- 
ment, have been touched upon by Ivan 
Panin, a Russian student of the bible, 
who for a number of years has made 

his home at Grafton, Mass. This sig- 
nificance of the “‘séven” group will not be 
lost even upon the superstitious who are 
outside the pale of scriptural points, and 
as Mr. Panin has shown them, their relations 
of their groupings to the first eleven verses 


of the New Testament must suggest that |' 


they were scarcely chance. 

For instance, in these first eleven verses 
of Matthew, the vocabulary consists of 
forty-nine words, or seven sevens; of these 
words there are twenty-eight, or four 
sevens, which bégin with vowels, and twen- 
ty-one, or three sevens, which begin with 
consonants. 

“This distribution by. sevens between 
vowel words and consonant words justly 
might have been deemed accidental but for 
the fact that of the forty-nine words forty- 
two of them are nouns—six sevens—and 
seven are not nouns,” is the comment of the 
writer. “Of the fofty-two' nouns there are 
or five sevens, 
while seven are cOmmon nouns. Of the 
thirty-five proper nameg four sevens ‘are 
male ancestors of Jesus and seven are not 
such. Not only then .is the distribution. of 
the forty-nine words of the vocabulary by 
sevens as between vowel words and con- 
sonant words but also as between the parts 
of speech.” 

As a further and absolute proof that these 
page note of the sevens are not accidental 

r. Panin points out that the forty-nine 
words of the vocabulary show. fourteen 
words that are not used but once, while 
thirty-fiv® of them, or five sevens, are used 
more than once. His conclusions after an 
exhaustive arrangement of the “ seven ” 
features are that “Not even the choice of 
the languages in which the scriptures were 
written was made without: marked numeri- 
ca! design at the threshold of the subject.”

O prevent other boys from growing up 
to be Van Dines, Marxes, and Neider- 
meiers is the problem which the young 
men’s bible class of the Hyde Park 
Presbyterian church Has set itself. 

One of the car barn bandits came from the 
district at North avenue, Robey street, and 
Milwaukee avenue. In this thickly popu- 
lated locality what is now known as “‘ Asso- 
ciation House’’ established 
years ago by private enterprise with the idea 
of bettering the physical, mental, and moral 
condition of the many factory girls of that 
neighborhood. It is now crowded with the 
girls, but, in spite of this, the boys have 
forced themselves in, demanding the good 
things their sisters have been receiving. 

Aside from this settlement work atout the 
only other outside. influences ogen to the 
young people of the neighborhoed are those 
of the street, the saloon, the dance hall, and 
kindred places of amusement with which the 
district abounds. When the attention of the 
young men’s bible class of the Hyde Park 
Presbyterian church was called to the situa- 
tion it voted to take up the work, and a score 
of the members volunteered to give up a por- 
tion of their evenings to regularly making 
trips to the west side and taking charge of 
boys’ clubs at Association house. 

They soon realized that the question as to 
whether a boy shall develop into‘a good man 
depends largely upon his environment, and 
that if he is to be such it will only be because 
some one is concerned about his future. It 
was found, too, that many parents are not 
doing and cannot do this, and that it must 
therefore be done .by others. And since the 
boy lacks opportunity to come into contact 
with people who are interested in his future 
welfare the youn en decided to go to him 
and bring such influences to bear while his 
charact@ is being molded that the state 
will be spared the necessity of supplying in- 
stitutions for his punishment for wrong- 
doing as a man. They are simply working on 
the theory that it is a comparatively easy

Easy to Wed 
If She Agrees. 


If You Have Bride Any One of 1,652 
Men Will Perform Ceremony. 


F opportunity for marriage makes for the 
business of Cupid in Chicago the little 
god should be extremely busy. Ataclose 
estimate there are 1,652 persons in Chi- 
cago empowered by statutes to perform 

the -marriage service in church, office, and 
home. 

Notwithstanding the growth of marriages 
in the church, according to the .various 
church forms, the ceremony is considered to 
be within the full jurisdiction of the state. 
If a minister marries a devoted couple under 
the solemnity and dignity of a church serv- 
ice, it is because the statutes have given him 
the privilege to do so. Without the legisla- 
tive enactment, he would be powerless. Yet 
under this enactment the ministers of Chi- 
cago exert a wide influence upon the affairs 
of love an@ matrimony. There are 1,539 of 
them, in all denominations and out of them, 
privileged to perform the ceremony of mar- 
riage. 

Naturally, these ministers have the pick- 
ing of the possibilities. But in the minds 
of many persons wHo are without church 
affiliations, a marriage performed by a judge 
sitting in one of the higher courts is con- 
sidered to be impressive enough and in the 
best of taste. Not infrequently a couple may 
insist upon both the church and civil wed- 
ding. At the same time there are few mar- 
riages conducted by judges of the higher 
courts, though thirty-seven of these judges 
in Chicago are eligible. | 

In the line of civil weddings, the justice of 
the peace has the largest opportunities. 
There is the least sentiment and consequent- 
ly the least cost attaching to his services, 
Fifty-seven. of these justices keep an inci- 
dental open house for the chance couple who 
come in as individuals, asking to be made 
one in the eye of the law. The ceremony 
here is of the short@t and simplest, and, as 
a court adjunct, the work is profitable. Until 
the “ marrying parsons” of some of the 
lake resorts on the Michigan and Wisconsin 
shores begin to get busy with the opening of 
navigation, the Chicago marriage is com- 
paratively easy. After the first of these over 
the lake adventures of Cupid, marriage be- 
comes easier than the purchase of steam- 
boat tickets and the berth reservations. .

The Last of Gretna Green. 


A Scene That Was Common Enough a Century Ago, When Eloping Couples Sought the Aid of the 
Gretna Green Blacksmith in Joining Them in Matrimony. 


ITH Mrs. Margaret Parker of 

Clifton Hall, Westmoreland, who 

died a few weeks ago at the age of 

8, the last of all the hundreds of 

brides who were wooed and carried 

away across the border to Gretna Green dis- 
appeared, and one of the most romantic 
chapters in Cupid’s history was finally closed. 
It is just sixty-one years ago since Mrs. 
Parker was carried borderwards swift as an 
impatient lover and horses’ feet could take 
her, and for more than forty years she led an 
ideally h@ppy life’ with her romantic hus- 
band. Mr. Parker, it is interesting to note, 
was no novice at runaway weddings, for he 
had made one previous trip to Gretna Green 
with the daughter of Col. Youngson of 
Bowscar, who was just on the eve of being 
gent to India to be married to a young army 
officer. On this first adventure the irate 
father, in true fiction style, gave hot chase 
and arrived at the scene of the bridal a 
few minutes too late to disappoint his son- 


in-law.

Another interesting survival of the roman- 
tic days of elopements was Caroline Mar- 
garet dowager marchioness of Queensberry, 
who die@ quite recently at the age of 
The marchioness was the youngest and pret- 
tlest daughter of Gen. Sir William Clayton, 
bart.. who objected strongly to Lord Drum- 
lanrig’s ardent wooing of his 19 year old 
child. What coul@ the young lovers do in 
face of suc& implacable opposition but 
hurry away across the border, where ob- 
durate parents could safely be defied? 

So one night in early June, 1840, Miss 
Caroline and her lordly wooer mouhted their 
horses and ‘never rested until the. obliging 
blacksmith at Gretna Green had made them

ic notions. Years after 
ae ee match her maid ran off with the coach- 
man, also en a matrimonial errand. The 
coachman borrowed the marquis’ favor 
hunter for the journey and unfortunately 
lamed him, with the result that Lord Queens- 
berry in his wrath dismissed them both. 
Whereupon the marchioness. interceded— 
and succesefully—on behalf of the young 


couple, reminding her lord that “ you would 


not have minded how many horses you 
lamed when you eloped with me, 


It was the abolition of Fleet marriages by 
Lord Hardwicke’s act just a century anda 
half ago that first drew the attention of 
desperate English lovers to the facilities 
Scotland offered for those who wished to wed 
quickly and secretly; and as Gretna Green 
was the village nearest the border, and thus 
the most quickly accessible—it lies near the 
head of Solway firth, ten miles from Carlisle 
—it naturally became the Mecca of eloping 
lovers. Its popularity grew apace; for, ac- 
cording.to Pennant, it had become. in 1771, 
“the resort of all amorous couples whose 
union the prudence of parents or guardians 
prohibits.’’ 

At Gretna Green every facility was offered 
for the invading lovers. Im ptu parsons 
were plentiful; and if the blacksmith was by 
chance engaged, the ferryman, the tollkeep- 
er, and landlord of the village hostelry were 
all ready and eager to assume the priestly 
role and pocket a welcome fee. Indeed, the 
tollkeeper—the first ‘‘ priest’’ an eloping 
couple would be likely to encounter—did the 
best business of them all, uniting, so it is 
said, as many as 200 couples in a single year, 
a record Which made the blacksmith, who 
has had too much, of the credit, green with 
envy. 

‘It is said that half the British peerage de- 

rives its origin from one or other of these 
border unions; and, although this is doubtless 
an exaggeration, there are scores of aristo- 
crats today whe would have been nonegist- 
ent but for the temptation Gretna Green 
offered to their headstrong ancestors. Many 
an embryo peer of the realm has stood be- 
fore the improvised altar in the blacksmith’s 
shop or tollhouse and left it a happy man. 
The heuses of Villiers, Coventry, Paget, 
Fane, Beauclerk,and many another noble and 
historic name have had their destinies shaped 
in the Dumfriesshire village. — 


One of the most historic and romantic of 
all elopements was that of John Fane, tenth 
earl of Westmoreland,: with pretty Sarah 
Child, the only daughter and heiress of “Old 
Child, the wealthy banker, of Osterley Park. 
It was the daughter of this union, Lady 
Sarah Fane, who brought the Child money 
bags to the noble house of Jersey, and in 
many another case has Gretna Green intro- 
duced new. blood and wealth into England's |

BOYS AND GIRLS ARE EQUAL 
_ FROM CHICAGOANS’ VIEWPOINT 


Question Raised by Eastern Judge Calls 
Out Opinion. That Lives Are Equally 
Valuable, Except as to Earnings. 


Is a boy’s life worth twice as much as that 
ofa girl's? 

A discussion of this question was provoked 
yesterday. by a published dispatch an- 
nouncing that a New Jersey judge had re- 
fused to upset a verdict of $6,000 for the death 
of a boy, and at the same time decided that 
unless the father of a girl victim of the same 
train would accept $3,000 instead of $5,000 
returned by a jury in his case the finding 
would be set aside. 

A consensus of the opinions of three promi- 
nent Chicagoans is that from a humanitarian 
and a sentimental standpoint the boy and 
girl stand on an equal footing. From the view- 
point of earning capacity the opinion of the 
New Jersey judge appeared to meet ap- 
probation. 

“To my mind, the lives of both the boy and 
girl are of equal value,” said the Rev. Dr. 
James 8. Stone, pastor of St. James’ Epis- 
copal church. “‘ The work which each will 


do is of its kind of-equal value to the world 


at large. It is true that the earning power 


of the boy or man is greater than that of the 


girl. His financial value to his family is 
greater, and I imagine it was upon this point 


that the judge in question rendered his 


opinion.’’ - 
“Not having read the full text of the 
' Judge's opinion, I do not feel qualified to 
speak advisedly on the subject,” said Luther 
Lafiin Mills. “ The earning power of each I 
believe would be a subject of moment in the 
rendering of opinions and in the estimate 
Of damages in such cases. Taking the senti- 
mental gide, I should say that both sexes are 
equal, but froma pecuniary standpoint one 
is obliged to look at the question differently.” 
“It is absurd to say in the abstract that a 
boy is.worth more than a girl,” said Miss 
Jane Addams of Hull house. “‘In human 
capacity I should say there is no distinction. 
Looking at it solely from the standpoint of 
eamming capacity one is obliged to take a 
different view. As he grows older the boy 
can earn more money. My experience, how- 
ever, is that the girls are more ready to share 
their-wages in support of their families than 
are the boys.”

Twenty-two families were thrown intoa 
panic, three firemen and the janitor injured, 
and two women overcome by fright yester- 
day morning following a triple explosion of 
gasoline in the basement of the eight story 
Monterey apartment building, 246-8 Oak 
street.

Lights Match; Shock Follows. 

The explosion was caused by a leaking 
pipe leading to a gasoline engine. Shanks 
touched a match to ignite the fluid when a 
sheet of flames shot into his face, and he 
fell to the floor. His assistant, John Cole- 
man, dragged the man from the basement. 
As they reached the alley in the rear two 
more explosions were heard, and the build- 
ing was shaken to its foundation. Knowing 
that if the blaze should reach the gasoline 
tank the building would be wrecked, Shanks 
and Coleman fushed to the hallways shout- 
ing warnings. They found the halls and 
stairways filled with women and children 
falling over one another in their efforts to 


‘reach the street. 


Mrs. Maude Bedal, living on the fourth 
floor, became so frightened she seized Morton 
Eul, the 4 year old child of a friend, and 
climbed with him down the fire escape from 


the fourth floor to the ground 


Firemen Overcome by Heat. 


While the occupants were fleeing Capt. 
Conway and his men rushed into the base- 
ment, where the big gasoline tank was sep- 
arated from the flames by only a thin brick 
wall. 

Nearer and nearer to the blaze the firemen 
worked their way. With reversed helmets 
to shield their faces they advanced. The 
heat was so intense that they finally were 
forced to retreat. When they reached the 
street they fell to the ground, with two so 
badly burned that they were taken to a 
hospital. 

When reénforcements reached the build- 
ing they entered the basement in force, and 
the fire easily was extinguished. By the 
time the second squad of firemen entered, 
the blaze, fed by gasoline from a small tank, 
had burned itself almost. out. The fire did 
slight damage to the wall protecting the 
larger tank. 


WISHES WIFE’S NECK BROKEN 
AND’ DIVORCE SUIT RESULTS.

National Congress Closes with Adop- 
tion of Resolutions Against Divorce 
Evil and for Ovérthrow of Mormon 

‘Hierarchy, Abolition of Child Labor, 
and Prohibition of Cigarets—Presi- 


‘ganization—Good Homes a Boon. 


Five hundred women left’ Chicago last 
night for homes in the east, wést,north, and 
south to emlist the tens of thousands of moth- 
ers whom they represented in. the national 
congress in crusades calculated to bring the 
following results: 

Enactment by every state in the union of ade- 
quate marriage and divorce laws. . ‘Sx 

Overthrow of the. Mormon hierarchy. | 

National legislation prohibiting polygamy. 

Abolition of ,child labor in the cotton mills of 
the south. 

Establishment of courses of study in the uni- 
versities for probation officers and other workers 
for children. : 

Enactment of stringent anti-cigaret ws. . 

Establishment in the public schools of the oral 
method of teaching children born deaf. ° ’ 


Assail the Divorce Evil. 


The passage of resolutions. to this effect 
marked the closing session of the National 
Congress.of Mothers. Delegates spared no 
words in making plain their attitude toward 
divorce. They. pledged themselves to try-to 
stop the “* divorce mill,”’ and adopted resolu- 
tions caling upon every parentin the country 
to instill in the minds of children “* a true con- 
ception of. the ._permanence and sacredness 
of the marriage relation.’’ 

The. congress characterized the existence 
of the polygamous practices in Utah as an 
“ appalling menace to the: homes of the na- 
tion.”” It thanked the national senate for 
the position it has taken toward the investi- 
gation of the Mormon’ hierarchy, and urged 
that all the facts concerning the practices of 


destroyed by national legislation for the 
“ protection of the moral standards of a 
Christian nation, for the honor of American 


womanhood, for the protection of childhood, 


and for the loyalty tothe government.” 

~The senate was called upon to place this 
question “in the high place it merits, as a 
moral issue above party,”’ and concluded by 
urging the expulsion of Reed Smoot to pre- 
serve the *‘ honor of American womanhood.” 


Wants Training in Morality. 


Following are some of the other resolutions 
adopted by the congress: 

That we pledge our efforts to secure through the 
general consent of educators, through legislation, 
or through some other method, some system of 
definite training in morality according to correct 
pedagogical principles in our public schools. 

That in states in which children work who cannot 
read and write, the effort of the clubs should be 
concentrated on these two points; by legal enact- 
ment, children under the age of 16 years should not 
work between 7 p. m. and 7 a. m., and children 
under the age of 16 years who cannot read and 
write should not work at all. In states in which 
these two points are effectively covered effort be 
directed for the standard child labor law. 

That the National Congress of Mothers co- 
operate with every movement in the effort to 
secure more adequate marriage and divorce laws 
throughout the United States, and in every way 
check the alarming number of divorces. 


Set Example for Children. 


A plea to educators to focus their interest 
and effort on the child as a future citizen, 
instead of trying to cram his head full of 
“book learnin’,”” was madegat the morning 
session by James L. Hughes of Toronto. 

The speaker urged the necessity of mothers 
and fathers furnishing an example to their 
children and making of themselves such citi- 
zens as they would have their children be. 

‘The best woman in the world,’’ he said, 
“is like her father, because the woman must 
be strong. The best man in the world is like 
his mother, because the good man must be 
tender.”’ 

The assembly was large, and was addressed 
by Dr. William R. Harper, Alfred Bayliss, 
state superintendent of instruction, and Mrs. 
E. C. Griée of Riverton, N. J. 


Dr. Harper Gives Greeting. 


Dr. Harper sald: 

*“* We recognize in you and your work an 
agency of the most helpful character. In 
fact, we understand that education must be- 
gin in the home. In proportion as young men 
and women come to the university from 
homes in which they have been properly 
cared for frem the higher point of view, in 
just that proportion shall we be able to do 
for them what the university professes to do 
for those who come.”’ 


GAS IN WILLARD DORMITORY 
OVERCOMES GIRL STUDENT. 


Maid Finds Miss Margaret Lass Uncon- 
scious in One of the Laundries in 
Northwestern Building. 


Escaping gas in one of the laundries of 
Willard hall, the women’s dormitory at 
Northwestern university, yesterday over- 
came Miss Margaret Lass, a student, and 
made her unconscious for almost an hour. 

The hall was nearly deserted in the after- 
noon, and no one noticed the gas filling the 
hall until a maid on the second floor went 
downstairs on an errand. : She found Miss 
Lass lying across a table where she had been 
at work. 

The matron, Miss Patterson, was unable 
to revive the young woman, and a physician 
was called.

WILL TRY SLAYER THIRD TIME. 


Jury in Criminal Court to Hear Case of 
Robert Bremner—James Hamil- 
ton Lewis to Defend. 


Robert Bremner, a war veteran, 70 years 
old, will be placed on trial in the Criminal 
court for his life tomorrow forthe third 
time. Bremner killed Louis Mitchell, a 
lawyer in the Bryan block. He has been 
tried twice, the jury in each instance dis- 
agreeing. 

Col. James Hamilton Lewis will appear as 
counsel for Bremner, having been engaged 
by the Scottish societies of Chicago. 

Col. Lewis will object to the prisoner being 
tried at all, raising the point that the dis- 
agreements of the juries heretofore trying 
the prisoner are equivaient to an acquittal. 

If Bremner is tried it will be shown, says 
Col. Lewis, that Mitchell conspired with 
Mrs. Bremner to produce insanity in Brem- 
ner for the purpose of having Bremner con- 
fined as an insane person. The jury will be 
told that Bremner became convinced that 
the only way to save himself from 
driven insane was to kill Mitchell.

MEMBERSHIP IN A UNION GOOD 
TRAINING FOR MARRIAGE. 


So Declares Miss Mary McDowell of 
University of Chicago Settlement in 
Address Before the Chicago Teach- 
ers’ Club, Which Is AMlicted with the 
Federation of Labor—Is a Bond of 
Sympathy for Husband — Society 

Elects Officers. 


Membership in a trades union fits a young 
woman for marriage. Thisis what Miss Mary 
McDowell yesterday told the “ unionized ” 
teachers comprising the membership of the 
Chicago Teachers’ club. 

**It helps the family life to have the wife 
thinking along the same lines as the hus- 
band,” the speaker declared. It makes the 
bond of sympathy stronger.”’ 

Miss McDowell urged teachers and women 
of leisure not to forget that they owe their 
leisure to their “ proxies’ in industry. She 
declared that because of this obligation all 
women should join together in extending a 
helping hand to the young woman in indus- 


try. 
« Women Are “Ready Made.”’ 
“Every woman here is a ‘ready made’ 
woman,” urged the speaker. “ Every gar- 
ment you wear was made by the hands, the 
industry, of women. The canned foods you 
eat were put up by women. These women 
are’ your proxies in industry. If it were 
not for them you would be making clothes 
at home and putting up preserves and 
canning vegetables at home.” 


Teachers as Social Centers. 


She urged that every teacher should be a 
social center. ‘‘In her struggle the teacher 
should not forget nor neglect the social side,”’ 
said Miss McDowelh. “‘ Children never for- 
get the ideals taught to them by their teach- 
ers. Next*to the mother nobody is keeping 
alive the social life like the school teacher.’’ 

Continuing, Miss McDowell urged the 
teachers to be careful in their manner of 
treating the little foreigners who are trying 
to learn to be American citizens. She said 
that much depends on the first impression 
made upon foreigners. 

The speaker declared that in the future 
the public school must do for the community 
what the settlement house is now doing. 
“The board of education must not kill off 
its principals and teachers witha lot of 
drudgery and clerical work,” she said. “lt 
must give them freedom.”

CLEW IN CANAT, MURDER, 


BODY FOUND AT LAWNDALE IDEN- 
‘TIFIED BY WIFE. 

Mrs. Biszak, After Recognis- 
ing the Victim, Is Taken to Police 
Station and Tells Disconnected 
Story—Sear Described Is Lacking 
and Adds Mystery to the Case — 


Conclusively It Was a Murder. | 


The murder victim found in the Illinois 
and Michigan canal at Lawndale on Friday 
was identified yésterday as Stephen Biszak, 
42 years old, a woman's tailor, 2471 Thirty- 
seventh place, who disappeared in March. 

After the identification the man’s wife, 
known to the neighbors as “ Big Mary,” 
was arrested by the Brighton Park police. 
She told. a disconnected story, and was held 
to await the inquest tomorrow. 

Coroner’s Physician Lewke made a post- 
mortem examination at the county morgue 
and said that he was satisfied Bisgzak was 
murdered. 


Cloud on Identification 


Mrs. Biszak went to the county hospital 
with Lieut. Gorman and Capt. Mahoney, and 
said the body was that of her husband. She 


identified it by the sweater and the shape of 


the nose and hands, but a scar she described 
was missing, and threw a doubt on the iden- 
tification. 

Mrs. Biszak said that on March 12 her hus- 
band left her and never returned. Their 
dwelling is only three blocks from the canal, 
she said. The leaving followed a quarrel 
over a supper. It was snowing heavily and 
the woman had refused to send any of 
her five children for meat and beer. 
Biszak, his wife alleges, became an- 
gry and. asked for money. She had 
none, and the man left the house. The fol- 
lowing day Emil Le Grant, occupant of a 
building owned by Biszak, movedaway. The 
evening previousys the woman said, she 
learned Le Grant had ejected her husband 
from the prethises when he attempted to 
collect rent. The same evening she learned 
he had visited the dwelling of John Weymer, 
a neighbor. 


Contradicts Herself on Details. 

Weymer’s wife, Mrs. Biszak said, told her 
she had given Biszak $1. After he vis- 
ited Weymer, she said, she could find 
no trace of him. Several days later she re- 
ported the disappearance to the police. She 
delayed, she said, because her husband often 
had left her for days at a time while drink- 
ing heavily. She placed an advertisement 
in a Bohemian paper for his return, but re- 
ceived no word. : 

The woman became confused concerning 
the clothing worn by her husband and about 
the time and dates of several other occur- 
rences. 

Scar Described Is Lacking. 

In identifying the body of the man at the 
morgue Mrs. Biszak mentioned a scar which 
she said her husband received while in the 
army in Europe. Dr. Lewke found no trace 
of the scar. 

“Tt is barely possible,” said the physician, 
“that this is not Biszak’s body. I found 
no scar, as mentioned by the widow, al- 
though this may have disappeared with the 
skin from the motion of the water. The scar, 
however, if it were of ahy consequence 
would show in the muscle.”

The virility which the situation showa since 
the season has started is remarkable in its: 
significance. Operations have’ gone on in 
most cities at a pace far in excess of the ex- 
pectations of the most hopeful. In the lead- 
ing cities this is no more remarkable than in 
the small cities, from which it is impossible 
to obtain definite statistics. It is believed 
tat the activity will not only continue but in 
all likelihood will increase in volume from 
this on. 

Comments by officials relative to the build- 
ing situation, as set forth in foregoing, are 
not only interesting but hopeful. James J. 
Byrne, clerk of the building department of 
the borough of Brooklyn, says of the state- 
ment for April that it is the best.in the his- 
tory of that city. Horace R. Hudson, com- 
missioner of buildings of San Francisco, says 
that the prospects of large building are im- 
proving.

HE spring girl is here, and she has brought a 
new walk with her. It is literally a springy 
walk, but it has other things besides springi- 
ness to recommend it. 

It is a gracefully walk, it is an easy walk, 
it is a healthful walk, and it is a walk that 
gets there! It is also a walk which is adapted 
to the new skirt, the 1830 skirt, and on that 
account it must be called the 1830 walk. 

* Now, the 1830 walk is by no means an athletic walk. It 
is more on feminine lines. If you want to walk it, get out 
your fullest dress skirt, stand in front of a pier glass, lift up 
your dress wntil your feet are exposed, and practice. 

The peculiarities of the walk are these: You must stand 
up straight, straight enough to have a Grecian bend.

M. B. H,: I have a cosmetic for the complexion which is 
partly made of salts. Have you ever heard of it and do you 
approve? 


There is a cosmetic which contains salts among other 
things. It is not injurious. All of those things, however, 
tend to fill up the pores of the skin. 

Kate H.: You saved my life last fall by telling me how 
to keep my skin nice in.bad weather. Now, will you tell me 
how to keep it nice in summer weather?

You must wash the face in hot water nightly. Soften the 
water with borax.

Is it an epic of the drawing room sofa or of the hammock 
under the trees, of the lane in the wood, or the cozy corner 
in the hall? ; 
Nay, the muse has dismounted from Pegasus and gone 
through the back door for a confab in prose with the cook. 
Poor cook! Since these latter days of race suicide and 
family suicide, when paterfamilias fathers it over only his 
wife’s pet pups or pussies—poor cook must take on a fear- 
ful reputation of waste until she has learned the rare lesson 
of catering for a couple of two instead of a family of five, 
such as the ordinary cook book is planned for and suited. 
‘“ Just For Two” is intended to teach her the rare lesson. 
Yes, “Just For Two” is a cook book. It is the culinary 
result of the new fashioned family, the family without chil- 
dren, and is calculated to meet the dire needs of the typical 
husband and wife who want dainty meals every day with 
just enough for two. The perplexity of waste in a family of 
two is a bad perplexity, for the usual recipes are arranged for 
a family of five or six, so that the mistress buys and the cook 


cooks with waste all planned and mapped out beforehand, — 


and nobody to blame but the recipe book. 4 

Of all women, “‘ deject and wretched,’ this mistress is 
the.one that sighs, ‘‘ What shall I have for dinner, what shall 
I have for tea? An omelet, or a drop or two, or a savoy 
fricassee? Dear! how I wish that nature. when she made 
her mighty plan, hadn’t given the task to women to care for 
hungry men!” | 

Amelie Langdon, who has come to the rescue with her 
“Just For Two” book, confesses that “recipes for small 
families are rare, and yet there are thousands of wives in 
our cities who cook for only two. It follows that they» must 
either cut down large recipes found in the ordinary cook 
book, which can rarely be done successfully,.or they must 
cook the full amount with resulting waste. 

“ During my experience of keeping house in a flat for my 
husband and myself, I have tried to cook with economy with 
the help of my large cook book, and I have both wasted and 
experimented much and have gradually compiled for my own 
use a book of proved recipes, many of which have been given 
me by friends who have compounded and proved them. I now 
publish the book, believing that it will fill a long felt need. 
It has been my aim to have it contain rules for making tnany 
dainty and delicious dishes not often found in cook books."’ 

So that the nurse who has deigned to come through the 
back door to talk with the cook about making just enough 
for two has traveled along the sure road of experience. 

This is the way she bakes onions for dinner, or, rather, 
onion, for she uses only one: 


One large Spanish onion,* wash and clean, but do not peel. 
Put into a saucepan with slightly salted water. Boil forty- 
five minutes, replacing with more boiling water as it evapo- 
rates. Pour off water and lay the onion on a cloth to dry. 
Rol! onion in buttered tissue paper, twisting it at the top, and 
bake in a glow oven three-quarters of an hour, or until tender 
all through. When tender, peel and place in a small deep 
dish and brown slightly. Baste with melted butter for ten 
minutes, season with salt and pepper, and pour over onion 
one spoonful of melted butter. 

Leg of lamb is ruled out of the larder of the family of two. 

ROAST LAMB. 

A leg of lamb is too large for a small family unless it is 
real milk lamb, when it should be carefully roasted, -- i 
cooks quickly. Get a two pound piece of the shoulder of 
young lamb and ask the butcher to fix a pocket for stuffing. 
This is a delicious roast. 

ROAST BEEF. 

The smallest roast from the rib after it is rolled weighs 
three to four pounds. Place in a dripping pan with a little 
water in the bottom. Dredge with flour and put in hot oven 
and bake according to the rules above, occasionally basting 
with the juice from the bottom of the pan, and when abou 
haff done plentifully salting. |

recipe. beginning ‘“‘ use the round and remove bone, and for 
eight pounds allow,”’ etc. a 

ICE CREAM WITHOUT A FREEZER. : 

One pint of rich whipping cream, one cup of*grated pine 
apple ot mashed peaches, or any preferred flavoring or fruit. 

First whip the cream till perfectly stiff, then add the 
fruit and put into a tin pail or mold and bury in a bucket of 
finely chopped ice and salt. In fifteen minutes take out and 
scrape the cream away from the edges, stir, and bury again. 


Do this three times and at the end of an hour you will have - 


a most delicious tee cream.
